Mr. SPEAKER, 


Ince the Army came further VVelt, 

[ have not given you an account of 

| F the motions thereof : The Treaſuze no 
| ſooner came to the Army, (of which 
there was great want) but we marched 
towards the Enemy, whoſe intention was 
(as we received Intellig&hce) to attempt 
to break thorough with T wo thouſand 
horſe to Oxford, to joyn with the Forces 
there; For prevention whereof, I ſent 
Letters to the ſeverall counties, to raiſe 
the power of the county, to give inter-

ruption to his march, by making goo | 
the paſſes : That day that part of the Ar. 
my marched to Axminſter , the Enemy 
with two thouſand horſe marched over 
Blackdown, and through the darkneſle of 
che night, paſſed by our Guards, and fel 
into the quarters of our Dragoons, and 
cook about fifty priſoners, and returned 
immedately , their intention then being 
to make their way through, as ſome of 
their officers, who ſince came in unto 
me, do confeſle : The whole Army mar- 
ched that day after the Enemy to Hunni- 
ton, the horſe quartering in the field all 
night, to prevent a ſecond attemprof the 
Enemy to march Eaſtward ; and next 
day the Army marched to Columpton, and 
che Enemy over the River Ex, where- 
upon | cauſed part of the Army to be 
quartered along that River, within three 
or

or four miles of Exeter, the better to pre- 
vent the Enemies return ; and with the 
reſt of the Army I marched to Tiverton, 
whither Major Generall affey was ſent 
before with the Regiments with Colo- 
nel Velden, who found the Governour 
reſolved to hold out, whereupoa (after 
conſultation) the ſtorming of that place 
was agreed on; (the ſeaſon of the yeer 
not admitting of much me to be ſpent 
about it) and yeſterday being the Lords 
day, after forenoon Sermon, a Councell 
of V Var being called to order the man- 
ner of the Storm : The Canomer, with 
a great {hotbroke the chain of the draw- 
Bridge, whereby it fell down, and the 
Souldiers immediately entred , and got 
over the works, with little oppoſition : 
The Enemy fled-into the Caſtle and 


Church for their ſecurity , where they 
had

had quarter for their lives: Colcnell Sir 
Gilbert Talbot, and about Two hundred 
more were taken priſoners; wee found 
four peece of Ordnance, and thirty Bar- 
rells of Powder; the works were very 
ſtrong and regular as I have ſeen : This 
Garriſon will be of great uſe, both in or- 
der to the ſtraitning of Exeter, and of ſe- 
curing any thing for this Army whuleſt it 
ſtayes in the V Veſt. 

This day the Army moves towards 
the Enemy weſtward, in order to the re- 
ducement of theſe parts; deſiring you that 
care may be taken the Army be ſeaſona- 
bly ſupplyed with Moneys, being in a 
country that 1s much waſted and 1mpo- 
veriſhed, by the Enemies quartering fo
